Q.— W h a t became of A d a m when he 
Jied; did he go to heaven or hell? 
Answer.—We may be sure Adam did 
not ’go to heaven at death, because 
three thousand years later Jesus said, 
‘No man hath ascended up to heaven” 
(John 3:13). 
The judgment, or sen­ 
tence of death was passed upon Adam 
by the Lord, who said, “For dust thou 
art and unto dust shalt thou return” 
(Genesis 3:11)). This judgment of death 
was gradually enforced during a period 
of 930 years, by Adam being denied ac­ 
cess to the life giving fooel in Eden 
'See Genesis 3:23, 24), at the eud of 
which time Adam was completely dead. 
Ile therefore went into the death con­ 
dition. Ile went to hell—not the hell of

It is estimated that 2,500 persons 
are homeless. 
So far as can be as 
certained, 
there

no fatalities 
and the few' persons hurt suffered 
only minor injuries.

Frail wooden structures in the ne­ 
gro section about Church street anc 
Malvern avenue, where the fire start­ 
ed, made more than ordinarily inflam 
mable by an extended drought, burn 
cd like tinder.

Montenegrins. 
Against 
the entire Greek army of 200,000 men 
Bulgaria had barely 30,000 men under 
General 
Ivanoff. 
Nevertheless, 
on 
the first and second days of the fight­ 
ing, Bulgaria routed 
•* enemies, in­ 
flicting tremendous losses. 
The defeat of the Servians and the 
Greeks was complete, when to the 
consternation of the Bulgarian sol­ 
diers there came orders to stop fight­ 
ing and return to their original posi­ 
tions. 
The order was a fatal one. 
The army cried bitterly when called 
upon to obey it. But Russia, who had 
promised to settle the differences be­ 
tween Serbs and Bul gars, had to be 
obeyed. 
Bulgaria did obey, but not 
so Servia. 
The 
Bulgarian 
envoys 
sent to tell the Servians of the order 
were murdered. 
“Then came a furious attack upon 
the Servians, but Macedonian volun­ 
teers saved the day. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by general fighting, with no 
decisive 
results. 
General 
Ivanoff 
made a successful retreat, inflicting 
awful losses on the Greeks. The Bul­ 
garians opposed to the Servians held 
their own, and even captured 8,000 
Servians. 
Bulgaria crossed the Ser­ 
vian border and seized Kibajevatz, 
Zaitchar, etc., and cut the railroad 
which connected Belgrade and Mace­ 
donia. 
“Just as Bulgaria was about to exe­ 
cute a brilliant manoeuvre and ad­ 
minister a death blow' to her treach­ 
erous 
enemies, 
Roumania attacked 
her from the rear and seized North­ 
ern Bulgaria. At the game time Tur­ 
key sent troops to retake Adrianople. 
Roumania 
declared 
Bulgaria 
must 
stop her invasion of Servia. 
Shorn 
of her strength by her w'ar with Tur­ 
key, Bulgaria had to concede. 
“The powers then intervened, and 
after a preliminary meeting at Nish, 
an armistice was concluded at Bu­ 
charest. 
It is now believed that a 
subsequent conference of the great 
powers will revise the Bucharest con­ 
vention, and settle permanently all 
territorial differences 
between 
the 
Balkan states. 
“A foreign diplomat has summed 
up the situation thus: 
‘The Bulgar­ 
ian army ,by its brilliant successes in 
Turkey, inspired fear in Roumania, 
Servia and Greece. 
They believed 
that another ten years would see her 
dominant in the Balkans, and one of 
the great powers of Europe. 
Hence 
the conspiracy. 
They 
reasoned 
it 
would be better to annihilate Bul­ 
garia now' than be annihilated by her 
in the near future.* 
“As to the charges of atrocities for 
which Bulgaria 
has 
been 
unjustly 
blamed, they are unqualifiedly false. 
The world already is being informed 
as to the actual perpetrators of these 
horrible deeds. 
Over 100,000 refu­ 
gees have fled to Bulgaria from Mace­ 
donia. 
Hundreds and thousands have 
met death at the hands of Greek and 
Servian 
soldiers. 
The 
stories 
of 
these refugees rend the heart. 
Many 
Macedonian towns have been burned 
by the Greeks, who killed every Bul­ 
garian who fell into their hands.

The system for feeding the nearly 
on2 thousand people that will be here 
with the IGI Ranch Real Wild West 
on Tuesday. September 23, 
at 
the 
<it> park, is a most interesting study, 
but one that would make the frugal 
housewife tremble. So perfect is this 
system that tde United States 
gov­ 
ernment has had two representatives 
of tile armv constantly with the show 
to study it. 
There are more meals 
served in the huge dining tents daily 
than is served in the very largest of 
hotels and the menu is more exten­ 
sive than that of any 
first 
class 
hostelry. 
When it is considered that 
the kitchen and dining rooms must 
be built every day before the first 
attempt can be made to get the meals 
ready, the speed with 
which 
the 
morning meal is served is marvelous. 
It is accomplished in about the same 
length of time that in the ordinary 
hotel, cooks w’ould require to pre­ 
pare their fires. 
Not cnly 
is 
the 
vast number of people that are to be 
fed something interesting, 
but 
the 
quantity of food required- 
to 
feed 
them surprising The IGI Ranch fam­ 
ily have all good appetites and that 
dreaded malady dyspepsia is wholly 
unknown to them. 
Life in the open 
air has the tendency to give them 
the very keenest of natural appetites 
and this, augmented by the exem­ 
plary life they live. 
The feeding of 
this multitude comes under the per­ 
ianal supervision of Mr. George Ar­ 
lington, and those who have witness­ 
ed the organization of the culinary 
forces with this show' are not sur­ 
prised that the United States army 
should be anxious to adopt it. There 
is no limit to the orders that may be 
driven by the army of 
diners 
and 
there is no restriction put upon the 
agent in the advance of 
the 
show* 
who does nothing else but buy for tho 
victualing department. 
The best the 
market affords graces the tables and 
it is purchased in 
such 
immense 
quantities that often the 
agent 
is 
obliged to have the meat and veg­ 
etables shipped in from the larger 
cities. One of the precautions always 
taken by Mr Arlington is to leave 
town with enough food in the ice 
boxes to f *ed three meals. 
This is 
done in case of 
accident 
enroute. 
Should one occur, then 
the 
dining 
tents could be erected 
and 
meals 
served without 
any 
inconvenience, 
and while they were being served 
other food could be 
purchased 
if 
necessary. 
The food that 
will 
be 
purchased here will not 
Ive 
eaten 
here. 
Thus there is always one full 
day’s food on hand in 
going 
from 
town to town. 
Tnis, of course, does 
lot ref^r to the bread stuffs and milk. 
Fresh milk is always bought when 
it is obtainable, but condensed milk 
is always 
carried 
in 
stock. 
The 
halters with the slow would have 
to get busy in case of accident, just 
the same as they have to every day 
when there is no accident. 
The cook house wagons ara the 
first to be unloaded when the show 
arrives in town and within a half 
hour after they have reached the lot 
breakfast i3 ready to be served. 
It 
must not be inferred from this rapid­ 
ity that the breakfast is 
a 
meagre 
one, for it is far from it. The chef and 
his six cooks, four vegetable men, 
four bakers, two butchers and the 
half dozen dish washers, unite in the 
kitchen work, while the head w’aiter, 
his thirty 
assistants, 
four 
coffee 
pourers, three bread cutters and two 
pantrymen get busy with the dining 
tents. 
The fires in the three twelve 
hole steel ranges are going before 
the ranges are fairly’ 
in 
position. 
The two range wagons with two ten 
hole ranges in them are busy as soon 
as they leave the cars and before 
they reach the lot meats are being 
cooked and smaller dishes prepared. 
Four cooks preside over the range 
wmgons and in them a meal can be 
prepared as they are being taken to 
the show' grounds. 
Often when the 
show is late getting into the town, 
the better part of the breakfast has 
been 
prepared 
before 
the 
range 
wagons have been taken from the 
train. 
“Cooking on the run,” is the 
term the show' people apply to such 
hurry up cooking. 
The breakfast with the 101 Ranch 
show' consists of steaks, chops, fish, 
eggs, potatoes, ham, bacon, omeletts, 
hot cakes, broad, tea, 
coffee 
and 
milk. Of course, there are fruits and 
breakfast foods. 
The former all par­

Breakfast is served from the 
time the wagons reach the lots, until 
the 
bugle call to saddle up for the 
street parade, and then 
the 
doors 
are shut, only lo be opened again 
for the noon day meal, or luncheon 
w'hen the parade returns. It is a con­ 
tinuous performance 
in 
the 
cook 
tents. As soon as one meal is ready 
preparations are under way for the 
next on^. 
Just outside the kitchen 
is an immense camp fire on which is 
cooked all the soups and chowders 
and over which the meats are boiled. 
It also serves for heating the w'ater 
for washing the dishes and cooking 
utensils. 
The noon day meal con­ 
sists of soups, boiled 
meats, 
roast 
meat, three kinds of vegetables, in­ 
cluding potatoes in 
various 
styles, 
one entree, a light desert, tea, coffee 
and milk. The usual table condiments 
are on tile tables at every meal. 
The princijval meal of the day is 
served immediately after the after­ 
noon performance. This is 
dinner, 
and continues until six 
o’clock, 
at 
which time the signal is given -co 
break camp and the preparations are 
made for departure for 
the 
next 
town. 
The dinner is a full course 
affair and the menu is as varied as 
the best of hotels. 
It consists of 
soups, 
fish, 
boiled 
meats, 
roast 
meat, game in season, 
chicken 
in 
many styles, six entrees, salads, cold 
cuts of meats, vegetables in season, 
pies, puddings, ice cream, crackers, 
cheese, fruit and nuts, tea, coffee ani 
milk. Table water is served at every 
meal and the city water is used only 
in cooking. 
The constant change of 
water would prove disastrous to the 
health of the people with the show' 
and for this reason the same brand 
of w’ater is served the whole season 
through. 
The dining tent is divided off so 
that the workingmen have their own 
dining room 
and 
the 
performers 
theirs. 
The heads of the different 
departments have their own dining 
room and the foreign contingent and 
the Indians are separated from the 
others. 
Between the 
dining 
rooms 
and the kitchen are the tw'o long 


steam tables on which all the meats 
are kept hot. 
This same 
compart­ 
ment serves as the pantry for tho 
serving of the deserts and smaller 
side dishes. 
In it the carving is all 
done as well as the bread cutting. 
Everything is scrupulously clean and 
if Mr. Arlington is 
conducting 
you 
through the tents he will tell you: 
“We have new carpet on the floor 
every day.” 
Before each meal the 
cooks, waiters, pantrymen 
and 
all 
who are engaged in serving the meal 
are lined up before 
Mr. 
Arlington, 
and if they are not attired 
as he 
thinks they should be, they are made 
to become so before they are allow'- 
ed to serve. 
Every one connected 
with the dining department are com­ 
pelled to wear white coats and white 
aprons at all times and they must be 
clean. Carelessness is the one thing 
that will not be tolerated. The show 
carries its own barber and the cook 
house employes are supposed to visit 
him regularly. 
Shoes must also be 
kept polished. 
This is really the on­ 
ly 
department 
around 
the 
show' 
where “biled shirts” are not a lux­ 
ury. The aroma from the cook tents 
is appetizing and hundreds daily ask 
if they may be allowed to partake 
of the meals. 
The reply is always 
in the negative and if you are not 
connected with the show', or, have a 
friend who is, the chances are decid­ 
edly against you eating in the cook 
tents of the IGL Ranch Wild West 
Shows. 
After the night performance lunch 
is served on the dining car attached 
to the train. This is not liberally in­ 
dulged in as the people with the show 
are not. as a rule, late diners. They 
do not eat late when on the ranch 
and they do not take kindly to it on 
the road. 
It is there for them, but 
they seem to prefer their good beds 
in the Pullmans when they are done 
for the day.

Vienna, Sept. ti.—The fields pro­ 
ducing the hest Turkish tobacco in 
the world, the kind that is sent to 
Constantinople for the consumption 
of the Sultan, and which is sold at 
the highest prices in the American 
market, are about to change owner­ 
ship. 
For centuries they have be­ 
longed to Turkey; today the contest 
between Bulgaria and Greece for the 
final possession of the port of Ka- 
walla, in Southern Manchuria, will 
decide their future owner. 
In the rich country behind Kawalla 
grows the best tobacco in all the 
Turkish empire. 
The finest quality 
comes from the mountain slopes, the 
crops raised in the plains being more 
remarkable for quantity than quality. 
The hest of all comes from the left 
bank of the Karasu river, above Kan- 
t hi, and is renowned throughout the 
tobacco world under the name of Giu- 
bek. 
This is the product that brings 
the highest prices, both in Europe 
and the United States. 
The industry at Kawalla has been 
built up by the Turks 
slowly 
and 
carefully, 
through 
many 
decades. 
Turks make the best tobacco growers 


in Southeastern Europe, and the com- 
I inertial success of w hatever power 


J finally becomes possessed of this rich 
I tobacco district, l>e it 
Bulgaria 
or 
Greece, will depend largely on whe­ 
ther or not the present Turkish culti­ 
vators can be persuaded to stay and 
labor for their new masters. 
The Greeks are not 
inclined 
to 
careful agriculture 
in 
the 
tobacco 
fields, and while the Bulgarians make 
good farmers, they have** had compar­ 
atively little experience in tobacco 
grow ing. 
The stores of Turkish tobacco on 
hand at the present time are so ex­ 
tensive, however, that it probably will 
ho two or three years before smokers 
of real Turkish cigarettes will expe­ 
rience any shortage as a result of 
the Balkan war.

Tho election would be carried out un­ 
der the present government and it 
was hardly to be expected that they 
would allow’ themselves to be turned 
out if they could help it. 
In other 
words, the election would bring about 
no change whatever in the situation, 
and would not be accepted by tho 
Constitutionalists nor by the follow’- 
ers of Zapata, who though not actual­ 
ly co-operating with tile Constitution­ 
alists, have the same social, political 
and economic program. 
Senor 
Diaz-Lom bardo 
points 
out 
that many of the customs ports are 
in the hands of his party, and that 
most of the other sources of revenue 
available to General Huerta are crip­ 
pled by the destruction of means of 
communication. 
Tho total income of 
the Huerta government is now’ about 
$2,400,000 per month, most of which 
is wanted for the army, whereas at 
least $8,000,000 is necessary to carry 
on the work of administration.

After several years of study 
and experiment the National Aerial] 
League of France has devised a meth­ 
od of directing signs which will re­ 
move this trouble. 
This system has 
been approved by the French minis­ 
try of public works, and the league 
authorized to put it into practice. 
Many devices were considered, hut 
the one which appeared to meet all 
requirements in the best and simplest 
way consists in painting the figures 
representing the latitude and longi­ 
tude of each town in huge white let­ 
ters on the top of the gasometers in 
every town possessing a gas plant. 
The latitude will be to the north and 
the 
longitude 
underneath, 
to 
the 
south. 
Thus an aviator flying over 
the town will know not on1y what 
the town is, hut also if he is on his 
right course, and if not, how far and 
in 
what 
direction he has deviated 
from it. 
In other words, he will he 
supplied with the same information 
as a ship's captain would obtain from 
taking an observation with a sextant. 
The managers of the gas plants at 
Amiens, Toulouse and Nancy have al­ 
ready undertaken to place th 9 signs, 
and the recent congress of gas com­ 
panies has pronounced in favor of 
the request of the league. 
As there 
are 820 gas companies in France, ev­ 
ery town of any importance will in 
the near future have its aerial sign 
post . The league, however, will no/ 
be content with this; it contemplates 
placing signs in every village. 
As the system is applicable to ev­ 
ery country by using the ordinary nu­ 
merals, it is hoped that the initiative 
of the French league will be followed 
by 
every 
similar 
organization 
in 
Europe. 
M. Rene (^pluton, ; ’esident 
of tile league, has devised a series of 
figures after exhaustive experiments 
conducted from the summit of the 
Eiffel tower.

al­

Even if years were 
allowed, it is doubtful whether for­ 
eign companies selling machinery in 
France would find it profitable to re­ 
make all their patterns and molds 
and would not prefer to abandon the 
French market. 
Protests have already been lodged 
with the foreign office, it is under­ 
stood, by the German, British and 
Swiss governments, and the matter 
has been brought to the attention of 
the state department at Washington. 
The whole importing interest in 
France is excited over the govern­ 
ment’s decision, and the minister of 
finance finds 
on 
his 
table 
every 
morning piles of protests. 
It has all 
grown out of the desire of the French 
automobile tire manufacturers to ex­ 
clude a German make.

mainly seeking employment. Some of 
them com e to the free lodging house 
at Honjo, Tokio, 
tired 
out; 
some 
even are on the brink of starvation. 
This summ er 
the 
small 
lodging 
house is taxed to its utmost capacity. 
I he director of the house tells piti­ 
ful stories cf 
his 
nightly 
lodgers. 
“Men in the prime of life,” he says. 
“come here every day, starving, hav­ 
ing had nothing to eat for three or 
four days. 
Of 
the young men who 
come to me for help the majority are 
from the country 
They make their 
way to the city with high hopes an/ 
write home exaggerated or imagined 
stories of their success. A few’ years 
later they go back to their homes on 
borrowed m oney and 
dressed up in 
royal style to im press their family 
and friends with their success, 
not 
yet realized. When they return to the 
city their situation is worse than it 
was before, for they are then saddled 
with the debts they incurred to cre­ 
ate false im pressions at home. These 
young men begin generally as hard 
workers or as

students,

At 12 she had many 
pupils, som e of them her seniors in 
age, studying Japanese dancing with 
her. But It was at the age of two- 
and-twenty that she made her first ap 
bearance on the stage 
as a profes­ 
sional actress.

her

more famous, until one evening Dan- 
1uro, the actor of the era, was great­ 
ly impressed by her genius and ask­ 
ed her to Join his company.
